Information was brought by a master of a 
vessel from Paita, who was at Tomaco on the 
19th of April, after a passage of 16 days, that 
parties of 200 or 300 men were marching about 
the streets in Lima, fighting and shouting in fa- 
vor of the Liberator. ‘Three couriers had gone 
with the news; and there were no troops at Lima 
to secure order. 








The following particulars of the melancholy 
disaster on board of the steam-boat Kanawha, 
is from the pen of a gentleman who was a pas- 
senger on board:— 

The casualty probably arose from a few mo- 
ments delay in helping off a sick passenger. ‘The 
first sensation from the report induced the idea 
that the gun, heavily charged, had been fired— 
but the shock, the hissing of the steam, and the 
succeeding cries, undeceived us in an instant.— 
The forward deck was full of men; numbers were 
dispersed over the boiler deck—a great number 
of passengers, men, women and children, were 
on the upper deck, perhaps 70 or 80 more im- 
mediately exposed. The boiler which bursted 
was thrown forward with great violence on the 
forward deck, overthrowing the capstan; the 
forward head of the boiler was blown off, a small 
breach was made a little back of it—about one- 
third (the after part) was rent open and shatter- 
ed. ‘he flue collapsed, and about one-half of 
it was throwa on shore, the remainder was scat- 
tered in various directions —principally the left. 
Capt. Rogers was standing to the right of the 
boiler—be sunk on the guard—struggled for a 
short time, and fell into the water, At this eri- 
tical moment Mr. Hugh Ferry, being thrown 
from between the chimney and the wheel, lit on 
the guard, where the Captain had fallen off, 
seed and held him up by the hair—and several 
persons, who were thioan in the river trom the 
boiler deck, swam to the relief of the Captain, 
who was conveyed, msensibie, on shore Ile 
revived; and though scriously injured, it is hoped 
he will recover.

had left it sleeping, having its throat cut in a 
shocking manner. The criminal, having com- 
mitted this horrid deed, hastened to his grand- 
father,twhom he struck on the head with an 
axe, and would have repeated the blow, but for 
the interference of some females who were pre- 
sent. The old gentleman is between 70 and 80 
years of age. Since the commitment of the 
prisoner to the jail in this town, he observed, on 
being questioned, that he wished to say nothing 
about it.
